WASHINGTON, April 23.— The commis- 


sioners of the District of Columbia today 
issued a proclamation warning the com- 
monweal army not to enter Washington 
as there are no proper means of sub- 
sistence in Washington for such a gath- 
ering as is contemplated and suffering 
and ultimate disorder are bound to en- 
sue. The commissioners appeal to the 
patriotism and good sense of those inter- 
ested in the proposed demonstration to 
reconsider the idea of coming to Wash- 
ington. In conclusion Ihe criminal ele- 
ment is warned that they will be sum- 
marily dealt with and notice is given 
to all that come here against the advice 
and protest of the commissioners that 
the laws in force aro adequate for every 
emergency and will be rigidly enforced.

A Serious Breach in the Strong- 


hold of Populism— Charges 


and Countercharges 


There is disaffection in the ranks of 


tho Populist club of Roberts precinct, 
and there is every indication that it will 
spread 
and 
endanger 
what success 


might have been the party's portion in 
the elections nest fall. The Roberta 
club is the strongest precinct organiza- 
tion of that party in this county and it 
is considered very ominous that the 
diaffection should first be experienced 
in the very stronghold of Populism. 


The cause of the trouble is the expul- 


sion of I. L. Grainger, a member of tho 
club, at a meeting held last Saturday 
evening, at which Chairman Olufs pre- 
sided. There were twenty-live mem- 
bers of the club present. Of this num- 
ber ten refused to vote on' the question 
of Grainger's expulsion, one 
voted 


against it and fifteen in favor of it. 


The resolution for the expulsion of 


Grainger was introduced by J. Mjnard, 
and the grounds given were that "Grain- 
ger is not a I'opulist, and If he is ( !) his 
Wol'k IB detrimental to party interests." 
Minard, Cook and others spoke in favor 
of the resolutions, and it appeared from 
their remarks that Grainger had been 
guilty of the high crime of expressing 
some opinions and predilections from 
which the speakers differed. 


He was charged with the inexcusable 


offense of recommending the nomina- 
tion 
of J. 
P. 
Vincent, who has 


Populist leanings, for tho oflice of sheriff 
against J. 11. Hill, and it was further- 
more stated that Grainger 
made a 


speech recentlv in Temperance colony 
advising Populists to vote for G. \V. 
Smith for sheriff. 


Worse than this, he was accused by 


the Independent, the organ uf that wing 
of tho People's Party thai, doesn't be- 
lieve in dashing its Dr — , its head rath- 
er, against the tariff rock, with being a 
friendofJ.lt. McDonald, a prominent 
Republican candidate for the guberna- 
torial nomination, and Grainger is even 
said to have taken McDonald's confiden- 
tial agent, S. I... Hanscom of Modesto, 
to hjH home and entertained him during 
his recent visit to Fresno. 


Grainger was not present at the meet- 


ing, 
which, however, did not prevent 


bis fellow members from accusing, try- 
ing, 
convicting and punishing him then 


and there. To be eure, ho bad his de- 
fenders, W. S. Lane, Ilto Walton and 
"Deud Shot" Ward, speaking in his 
favor, hut they wcro outnumbered. The 
nino mentioned us not voting are said to 
have been favorably disposed toward 
Grainier, but would not vote because 
there was no hope of effective resist- 
ance. 


The action of the club in expelling 


Grainger was generally discussed by 
PopuliBtH on the street corners yester- 
day. The majority appear to he of the 
oninion that Grainger s expulsion was 
unwarranted, and many construed it as 
an attempt to tmuzlo the members of 
the club and prevent free speech. In 
fact, not a few were quite indignant and 
decried

Hill is that at the last municipal elec- 
tion he assisted in having Morgan, a 
Democrat, indorsed by the 1'opulists for 
city marshal, used bis inlluciico in favor 
of Spinney and Craycroft, and for re- 
ward asked to be made sewer commis- 
sioner. He objects to my urging Vin- 
cent's nomination, but not long ago was 
himself urging the nomination by tho 
Populists of Van Meter, who was then 
:i Democrat, but has since become a 
Populist, as tlistrjct attorney." 


(iruinger appeared to think his ex- 


pulsion was the work of Hill and bia 
friends and he is said to be determined 
Lo use every effort to defeat Hill's polit- 
ical aspirations. The slate of the Hill 
men is said to be 0. L, Abbott and M. 
Farley for judges, J. B. Hill for sheriff 
and H. S. Culver for county clerk. This 
combination fnild to meet the pleasure 
of many Populists and (irainger will no 
doubt have their support in trying to

that if a full meeting of the Roberts 
club could bo had and Gniinper's expul- 
sion voted upon, wliilo tlio result might 
be llio same, thu majority against him 
would be very small. Neither Bide ap- 
pears to be willing to come to an under- 
standing nnd there is little probability 
of the breach in the party being hen led.

nor will I enter any agreement with a 
Roman Catholic to strike or create a 
disturbance whereby the Roman Catho- 
lic employes may undermine and sub- 
stitute the Protestants; that in all 
grievances I will seek only Protestants 
and counsel with them to the exclusion 
of all Roman Catholics, and will not 
make known to them anything of any 
nature matured at such conferences; 
that I will not countenance the nomina- 
tion iu any caucus or contention of a 
Roman Catholic for any office in the 
gift of the American people; and that I 
will not vote for, nor counsel others to 
vote for any Roman Catholic, but will 
vote only for a Protestant; that I will 
endeavor at all times to place nolitical 
positions of this government

Forgeries. 


There ia liltle new to bo sruu with re- 


gurd to the Situation in the Wootton 
case. 


The ollicera arc still hard at work 


tracing piece by piece the clues bearing 
upon his disappearance, and1 trying to 
arrive at something definite with regard 
toKmiusch and Graves. 


They are now in possession of letters 


purporting to have been written by 
Knausch to Sanders, as well as the let- 
ters purporting to have been written hv 
Wootton after his disappearance Febru- 
ary let, as well as numerous letters and 
papers known to bo in the genuine 
handwriting of the latter. 


Thus fur (hey have been unable to ob- 


tain anydcilniie knowledge of Knausch 
of any person or nt any time that would 
indicate that he hud a genuine and 
liona lido existence. Tho ollicors hold 
that ho is augment of Professor Sanders' 
imagination. 


The letters and other papers purport- 


ing to havo been written by Woolton 
after his disappearance have been sub- 
mitted to .lohn Keichman nf Mm Farm- 
era' bank, who is an expert on chit og- 
rapby, and after spending nearlv two 
weeks iu analyzing them, ho has'comc 
to the conclusion that they aro forgeries 
and polnta out radical variations from 
tlio characteristic habit 
peculiar to 


Wootton 'H handwriting, winch show 
them to bo ahrewd imitations. 


It is said that the Kmuiacli letters 


wlurn analyzed also indicate that they 
are forgeries from certain things con- 
nected with them, which have tot been 
made public. 


Professor Sanders was seen yesterday 


in juil and ho strongly maintains his in- 
nocence and denies anv knowledge of 
what became of Wootton utter he loft 
liim in company with Knausch and 
G raves. 


Yesterday a mortgage waa filed in tho 


county reuorder'H olllco executed by 
Professor Sunders and wife to F. H. 
Short for $4000, covering fortv acres of 
HID Kandera ranch and also a part of 
tho Wootton ranch, deeded to Sanders 
through Abbott, and which was not 
encumbered by tho mortgage by San- 
ders at that time. This transaction is to 
secure Mr. Short for his fees and ex- 
penses in connection with the criminal 
charge pending against Sunders, and 
also nay civil suits arising out of the 
Wootton transfers and for expenses of 
[.lie diiita, in employing cousel, etc. 


Deputy Sheriff Punk and Detective 


Luwson returned from the Woolton 
ranch Sunday, and say that Rohloff 
found in a tin can in one of Wootton's 
ImHng places in the rocks, deeds and 
patents for the land together with the 
notes and mortgages that were missing. 


Mr. Peck in speaking of the matter 


called attention to the fact that no ab- 
stract of title to tho hind bad been 
called for in the alleged transaction be- 
tween Wootton and Kimuseh, nor had 
he delivered up the patents and deeds 
in evidences of title thereto. 


Mr. Peck says that after Wootton and

The jail waa crowded to overflowing 
•with vagrants, who were perfectly con* 
<tent to live their lives of criminal idle- 
ness at the expense of hardworking tax- 
payers. 


That they were and are liberally pro- 


vided with plain food is known to be n 
fad. 
The only complaint from people 


who epeak tho truth has como from del- 
egations of taxpayers who have gone 
before the supervisors and asked that 
the vagrants in the jail be not given 
better fare than can be afforded 
by 


many honest, hardworking farmers and 
laborers of the county. 


There are the kind of offenders who are 


disturbing tbe peace of mind of the 
kind-hearted men and women who visit 
them on Sunday, and are prevented 
from holding religious services by their 
Clamor. That ia the only grievance 
they have. They are compelled to do 
whftt millions do willingly and gladly 
earn their bread by toil, and mutiny 
and bate have taken the place of wliai 
was recently contentment and good feel- 
ing towards those wbo minister to their 
wants. 


Tbe only suggestion which TUB 


LICAN baa to make to the writer of the 
above communication and those win 
may entertain similar ideas is to save 
their teara for more worthy sufferer 
outside of the county jail.

That this evil ie not a sudden ouo, 
brought on by tho stress of present con- 
ditions, is proven conclusively by tbe 
hordes of vagrants existing during re- 
cent times when employment was abun- 
dant for nil who desired it. 


The sentiment against honest labor 


lias been making an insiduous growth iu 
this country for a number of years, and 
is by no means confined to tho victim1) of 
dissolute and vicious habits. The opin- 
ion that the world owes every man a 
living, tlmt it he does not choose to earn 
it himself others must provide it for 
him, and that honest labor ia tbe last, 
desperate resort of those possessing 
neither wit nor wisdom, lias gained a 
place in this public mind and in tho 
habits of tho'e who entertain it to an 
extent that demands the sternest con- 
demnation, if this irovenimeiit is to be 
perpetuated on the lines hud down by 
its immortal founders. 


This, to be sure, is drifting some dis- 


tance from the subject, of the treatment 
accorded vagrants in the Fresno county 
jail, but as a matter of fact these reforms 
must be largely worked out by the vari- 
ous eoiumunilios which are culled upon 
to protect themselves from the idle and 
criminal element. This can neither be 
accomplished by unnecessary harshness 
nor by sniveling sentimentality, but 
must be worked out by intelligent and 
humane methods coupled with our earn- 
est determination to destroy the 
which has been infused in the public 
mind and build up in its stead a sound 
and healthy public sentiment.

FOB THEIR KitUiT. 


A Return to the Old System uf Casb 


on Delivery Will Bring 


Prosperity. 


EDITOR UEITKMCAX :—The almost to- 


tal destruction of tlie EiiBtern fruit crop 
now gives the California raisin and 
fruit grower the chance to throw off 
that commission incubus which has 
been weighing hi j down and swallow- 
ing up his substance the past two years. 
It may be that a few growers have Hi- 
ready delivered themselves over to the 
com mission packer, and if so they will 
of course be slaughtered, just us they 
have been in tho past 
Butlf tho re- 


mainder of the growers will refuse to 
consign, and demand cash for their 
goods they will surely get it, at good 
lignres. 


With a horse power, or even hand 


stcmmer, raisins can bu stemmed and 
packed for $2.50 per ton; commission 
packers have been charging the extor- 
tionate rate of $7.50 per ton. 
The 


charge of 40 cents for packing 20-pound 
boxes is a most iniquitous one; it 
can be done for 25 cents. Some houses 
handled :m much as live and six thou- 
sand tons each. Upon 3000 tons of 
stemmed goods they pocketed the net 
sum of $15,000. Upon 3000 tons packed 
in 20-pound lavera they take from the 
grower $30,000"clean cash in the way of 
toll. Here we eee the urower paying 
the packer the enormous sum of $45,000 
for his two months' labor, with an 
actual capital invested of from $5000 to 
$10,000. This is exclusive of commis- 
sions, storage, waste, brokerage, die- 
count for uush (paid six mouths after 
date), etc. 


If growers submit to this system of 


robbery, is it any wonder that the com- 
mission packer can go into the market 
and dump his goods at prices that will 
barely pay freight and the small ad- 
vance it lias made to the grower? 
Haven't eome of them repeatedly threat- 
ened to break down the eo-o'perativo 
coin names by slaughtering goods placed 
in their hands by confiding customers? 
If growers permit them to put their 
hands in their puckets mid take out 
forty or Jlfty thousand dollars before the 
raisins leave the packing house what ia 
to prevent them from carrying out this 
threat ami fastening their clutches upon 
the throats of the growers for all time 
to come? 


The time has come- when four-lifthsof 


all the raisins can be sold to the best 
>dvantage in 50-pound boxes and sticks. 
Any grower cun put thorn up m this 
shape just as well as any packing house. 
If raisin and fruit growers will refuse t.o 
part with their goods this Benson until 
paid for they will liml themselves mas- 
ters of the situation. • 


They will find themselves—the mer- 


chant y, (lie nic-c.hanu'B and all oilier 
classes—again happy and prosperous, 
as they were two years a.o, before they 
were led into a trap by a few tricky and 
Hellish men, who cured nothing fur oth- 
ers, and were willing to destroy the 
prosperity of the country if by so doing 
they could in a short time linings large 
fortunes for themselves. 


Let us all demand i-aeh before our 


goods are moved, and there isn't, a 
shadow of a doubt but wo will got fair 
prices and spot cash fur all the green 
and dried fruit of every description. 
Urother growers, h>t IIH all pull together 
and stand linn for cash, and the coming 
fall will bring with it returning pros- 
perity for all ellipses of our people.

TEE CUTWOltM. 


IT IS RAVAGING SOME PKESNO 


VINEYARDS. 


Considerable Damage Already Done 


By tlie Pest—Some 


Remedies. 


The cutworms are very numerous in 


the vineyards of this county and arc do- 
ng considerable damage. In some in- 
stances thu damage is said to bu quite 


iou?. They are- very vrscioue, and 


once they attack a vine there is little 
left of tho tender buds and tendrils. 
.The cutworms are more numerous this 
year than hist; probably on account of 
Lhe season being much drier. 


The worms feed at night and in the 


.hiytimc they bury themselves in tho 
itjil beneath thu vine, an they cannot 
bear the heat of -the tiini. The vine- 
yardints have been busy lighting the 
[test and have stopped ils ravages lo u 
;n>at extent. 


One vinoyardist told a RHITHLICAN re- 


porter that they were fio thick on bin 
place that ho hail to hire a gang of 
thirty men to auve bis vines. Paris 


in, it sceiiip, kills only the email 


wcrniB, and it is not therefore very «f- 
foctivo. Irrigation, HU far HB thu direct 
effect of tho water on the worm in con- 
cerned, ia also an imperfect remedy. It 
in effectual in HO far IIH the noil bakes 
after being watered, preventing the 


arms from biirrougbing to the surface. 
The most elTectivo method of getting 


rid of the pent, according to this vine- 
yardist'8 experience, ia to dig narrow 
trendies around the vines with sides 
perpendicular. The worms crawl into 
tho cool trenches, but caniiot get up tho 
perpendicular side nearest the vino. 
A gang of men are then put to work 
gathering the cutworms and crushing 
tho life out of them. They may, for 
thai mailer, be crushed in the trenches 
with a piece of scantling. 


Where the vineyards have not been 


BO thoroughly cultivated, the cutworm 
has done less damage as it feeds on the 
weeds instead of thu vincn. It is said 
the danger from tho worm may be 
lessened by summer fallowing the land 
in tho full of the year, which exposes 
the eggs of tho moth to tho action of 
the elements resulting in their destruc- 
tion. Tho exact extent of tho damage 
done eo far cannot bo ascertained, but 
it is cunsidorab c, ae many vineyards 
are infested to some decree.
